iL. During the period 29 September to 1 October 1950, 23 troop trains passed 
through Rathenow, coming from Neuruppin, Wittstock, Schwerin, Wismer, 
Premnitz, Eberswalde, and Techentin. The trains were unloaded at Belzig, 
Brandenburg, and Altengrabow, and some of them possibly at Rathenow. All 
25 these trains carried troops, artillery, AA guns, engineer equipment, and 
X1C trucks J 


an unknown number of Soviet troops, together 
with much mterial, were unloaded from 13 trains at Belzig between 29 
September and 4 October. 


3. A shuttle train carrying troops arrived at Jiiterbog from Gerdauen on 
27 September, and was unloaded at Jiterbog. The same train had been seen 
the previous day on the Werbig~Cottbus line. 


he On 19 September 1950 12 jet aircraft were seen at Finow airfield, of a type 
not previously observed there. From the description it seems possible that 
they were of "Type 15", 
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
